In addition lit cnrrying out her 
oftlcim duties, Mrs. AUvorth round 
she had a hit of PdiicnllnR to do. The 
old T^t'in FalU cnuilty haipltal was 
not efjulpprd lo hnndlr polio pa- 
ttcnU and the [icrsonnpl in charge 
were equally 111 cqvilpivd. In fact, 
the hospital would not admit a po- 
lio patient. 

Instead, pallenta wcrn cared for 
as well as could be by novice, home 
aid and artcr the acute period was 
they were sent to Boise for. 
treatment. This lack of care during 
the first stages doomed many, who 
could have recovered to lead rea- 
sonably normal lives, as invalids, 
Mrs. Al worth says. 

Flnnlly, she was able to get the 
hospital to accept, a few patients, 
but profession nl care waa-fiUll-laclt-- 
Ing. Mrs. Alworth remembers that 
the-onfcjtdff-jjmndrj^dolnfrthe-lioff- 
pltftl's .v.'B.^hln([ nt the time would 
not accept the bed clothes of polio 
pnlentj. 

This wns eventually circumvented 
by hnvinR the hospital staff thor- 
oughly disinfect the sheets and oth- 
items before sending to the laun- 
dry. 

Durine the same year, Mrs. Al- 
worth's experience served a person- 
.1 end. Her gmndBon. Bill Alworth, 
son of Mr. and Mrs, Tom Alworth, 
ras stricken. Having worked with 
the disease helped the entire fainlly 
to keep their heads and offset much 
of the expected worry. 

Here again Mrs. Alworth ran in- 
to tho item of fear resulting from 
ignorance. A fuse blew out In the 
Alworth home one afternoon. The 
power companyi.'was called and tald 
to expect a repairman immediately. 
However, the fact a polio victim was 
in the home caused all the men to 
reject the Job, she recalls. 

Living In the country, the AI- 
worths are dependent on electricity 
for their water and heat. At last, 
A company man who had polio In 
his youth. learned of tho situation 
and immediately made the repair. 
Bill made a perfect recovery and is 
now attending Harvard. 

During all this time, Mrs. Alworth 
continued her work toward pro- 
viding a poUo treatment center in 
Twin Palls county. After much 
seatchkig and pleading with the 
NatJonal Foundation for a therapist, 
she was Informed Mrs. Molly Bor- 
cbeis, living In Jerome at the time, 
bad tbe experience and skill to head 
up such a oentcr. 

With Mrs. Borcbers on hand. It 
was relativelr easy to get the Na- 
tional Pouiidation to name Twin 
Falls as a treatment center. But, 
tbe need of emlpment and a ward 
was sUU tbere.

.With the public educated and the 
3alki vaccine In use. Mrs. Alworth 
says her biggest concern Is getting 
everyone Inoculated. The vaccine Is 
perfectly safe and entirely benefi- 
cial." she argues. "Why don't people 
get their ahoLs? She puts special cm- 
phoila on gettuig persona between 
20 and 43 years of age inoculated, 
noting the most severe cases occur 
within this age group. 

A volunteer worker, she receives 
nothing but tho reward ot the work, 
She has no idea how much time 
she spent during the past 19 years 
or even dtu'lng the January March 
of Dimes. "There's seldom a day 
goes by that I don't do something 
for polio work." she says, "but I 
have no Idea how mu(^ time it 
amounts to." 

Her reward comes from the fam-

To questions of whether the 
Interest'that has carried the March 
of-Dlm£s.tQjiuccc3a-each.year_wlll 
be dimmed because of the Balk 
vaccine. Mrs. Alworth replies, "but 
our expenses for patient care wUl 
be lessened."
